One -of the largest crowds of the meeting was 
present at Lakeside yesterday and witnessed a good 
day's Gport. The card was more pretentions than 
those offered of late, some of the best horses now 
in training in the middle west contending in the 
different races. 

The most important race of the day was the 
fourth, a one and three-sixteenths miles dash for 
three-year-olds and upward. Bessie McCarthy was 
made a 7 to 10 favorite, but ran a very dull race, 
second being the best she could do. The Con- 
queror II. proved to be much the best, assuming an 
easy command after the first half had been covered 
and never being in trouble thereafter. He won by 
five lengths, eased up, from Bessie McCarthy, which 
beat Jordan a half length for second place. Bessie 
McCarthy was under a hard drive all through the 
last quarter, finally wearing down Jordan in the 
alosing strides for second place. Tbe latter tired 
fast when the pinch came. Scarlet Lily was well 
beaten just before turning for home. Althea might 
just as well have remained in her stall for all tbe 
figure she cut in the race. 

Ethylene was in fine fettle and had little trouble 
in winning tbe fifth race, a dash of one mile for all 
ages. She was held at 7 to 10 in the betting and 
won as the odds indicated. As soon as the barrier 
arose she went to the front and was never headed, 
winning as her rider pleased by three lengths from 
Banter, which beat Lady Strathmore four for 
second place. Banter began slowly, but made up 
ground fast in the final half and finished resolutely 
Jack Demand tired fast after entering the final 
quarter. He ran a dull race and can do much bet- 
ter. Lady Strathmore wore him down fn the last 
sixteenth, getting up in time to nip third place. 
Charley Thompson ran well for six furlongs.* 

If You Dare proved to be’ easily the best in the 
first race, a dash of six furlongs for three-year-olds 
and upward. He shot to the front at.the barrier’s 
rise and, displaying keen speed, almost spread* 
eagled the field, winning as his rider pleased by 
four lengths from Della. Ostrand, which finished 
two and a half before Moroni for second place. 
Delia Ostrand made up ground fast in the final 
quarter and finished resolutely. Moroni ran his 
race and tired palpably when a furlong out. Fili- 
form finished with a rush and would have been 
third in a few more strides. Annn, as usual, 
showed early speed. 

The second race, a five furlongs scramble for two- 
year-olds, resulted in the defeat of the red hot fav- 
orite Gregor K., which failed to finish in the first 
three. The winner turned up in Sidney Bender’s 
good gelding Lord Melbourne, held at .5 to;l in the 
betting. Robbins gave him a perfect ride, swing- 
ing next to the inside rail when turning for home 
and saving much ground. He ran in third position 
ui til veil SI raigl'teiii'd forborne, where he moved 
up f.ist on tl e t X ri me outside and won driving by 
oi e b ngih from The Don, which beat Jackfull a 
head for second place. The Don was probably the 
best, but lost much ground by being taken wide at 
the head of the stretch in order to get the good 
going toward the outside rail. He moved up fast 
in tbe final eighth and outstayed Jackfull in the 
last sixteenth struggle for second place. The lat- 
ter tired slightly when the pinch came. Gregor K. 
ran a dull race, being thoroughly beaten when a 
sixteenth from home. Agnes Mack showed her 
Uiual sharp turn of speed, bat snstained it for only- 
four and one-half furlongs. 

Tbe thiid race, a dash of five furlongs for three- 
year-olds and upward, also resulted in a big sur- 
prise, Mayor Johnson beating tbe decided favorite j 
Scorpio. The latter, showing keen speed, led by a j 
big maigin until entering the last furlong, where | 
he began to tiro. Along here Hicka brought up j 
Mayor Johnson with a rush and under a hard drive j 
he boat Scorpio to the wire by a length. Bummer j 
finished an indifferent third. Scorpio tired rapidly , 
when challenged by the winner. The track had 



probably dried out too much to suit him. Bummer 
made up ground fast in the last quarter and fin- 
ished going strongly. There was quite strong back- 
ing for Kentucky, but he never gave his backers the 
faintest sign of hope, finishing far back in the 
ruck. Little Jack Horner, as usual showed much 
early speed. 

The last race of the day, a dash of one mile, was 
easily taken by O’Hagen the favorite, well ridden 
by Battiste. Ha suffered Great Star to set the pace 
for the first half mile and then went to the front 
easily at call, moving away steadily from the field, 
and winning in a canter by five lengths from The 
Caxton, which beat Miss Liza one length for second 
place. Chickadee tired fast in the last sixteenth, 
losing third place to Miss Liza in the closing 
strides. 

The betting was by far the heaviest and liveliest 
of the week. The track had dried out fast and 
favored horses that run to their best form on a hard 
course.

Jockey W. Waldo, who was suspended by Judge 
Hamilton for his ride on False Lead, was yester- 
day restored to favor, it being conclusive from the 
judiios’ investigation that the rider was not guilty 
of any wrong. 

S. S. Bender purchased yesterday from T. P. 
Hayes the two-year-old Oronte for the reported 
price of $600. 

Jockey Battiste rode in great form yesterday, 
landing three winners, two seconds and one third. 

E. J, Arnold & Co.’s horses will be sent to Cali- 
fornia and New Orleans Monday night. The horses 
to be campaigned by the firm this winter will be 
handled by two trainers. The California material 
is to be in charge of T. Kiley, the regular trainer 
for the stable, and will consist of Peaceful, 
Bessie McCarthy, Mary McCafferty, Ethylene, 
Fort Wayne, Fitzbrillar, Beana, Felix Bard, 
Will Shelly and Searcher. P. J. Tomlinson 
will act as agent and have the above stable under 
his direct management. Those to be sent to New 
Orleans are Graden, Terra Incognita, John Grigsby, 
Macon. Ben Lear, Light Hunt, Vineland, Brown 
Vail, Maggie Clopton, Hengist and Owensboro. 
These will bo trained by Charles Ross, who, until 
recently, was in the employment of V. Hughes. 
Negotiations are now pending between Mr. Arnold 
and a well known local racing official to act as 
manager for the stable at the Crescent City. 
In addition to racing the above horses at New 
Orleans Mr. Arnold will have on one or more books 
there. The same will bo presided over by one of 
the best bookmakers in the western country. Mr. 
Arnold himself will not go to either of the tracks, 
but will devote his time to Hot Springs, where ho 
will open a turf exchange, which will bo operated 
by him during tbe winter.
